E. Nelson, as well as other members of 
tbe house. These are all that I now 
recollect, bnt they number from 250 to 
300 persons, to whom he saya he paid 
money for corrupt purposes are in the 
conleasion. These embrace the names 
of prominent men of both parties. Many 
of them have not before been suspected 
of complicity in the frauds. 
The con- 


fession will enable corporation counsel 
who ia now defending suits against the 
city, to successfully resist payment of 
several claima founded upon transac- 
tions of the broken Tammany ring, and 
amounting to between $2,500,000 and 
$3,000,000, one balf the total amount 
of the suits against Tweed. 


Tweed proposes to return everything 


he holds, but apparently amounts to 
comparative little.

by fees to lawyers, expenses of his long 
imprisonment and escape, and depre- 
ciation of real estate. 
He says he 


transfencd a large part of his property 
to enable them to go on hia bond, but 
that they subsequently sold it in hia be- 
half to pay expenses enumerated. Much 
of it has also depreciated to ona third 
its value. 
He gives a detailed list of 


what he now has, including the Lake 
Mahopac property and special property 
in Brooklyn. The estate on the sound, 
be saya, was bought in his wife's name 
long before these fraudulent transac- 
tions, and that it has since stood and 
now stands in her name and over it he 
has no control. He cannot say what 
the value of the property which he 
proposes to transfer to the city may 
now be.

We are informed by one of 
our bsst physicians that this condition 
of things is producing scarlet fever, 
diptheria, and other kindred diseases in 
the locality named, and that It should 


u be '.permitted to exist any longer.—
